(ill) Export strictly as aflove of tile gold luwellci'ie.s manu- 
fa.turcd by the Lhiil—and not other product—w'll qua¬ 
lify for redemption of e.xport obligation. 

3. The unit shall intimate the date of commencement of 
production for K'01'„ export within one month of such date 
to the concerned Joint/Dcputy Ctiief Controller of Imports 
& Exports. 

4. The Unit shall within a period of three months 
beginaing froii the 1st day of tiro financial year after the 
eommonccra.'nt of e.xport sroduction submit to the Joint 
Deputy Chief Controller of Imports and Export.s cci'tilicatcs 
ill original and such other documents as may be demanded

5. In (he event the Unit is not able to fulfil file Export 
Obligation Lmderiaken by it as afoiesaid, the Unit shall, on 
the instructions of the concerned .loint/Dcputy Chief Cont¬ 
roller of Import.s & E.xports pay to Ih; Government the 
amount of customs duty that would be leviable at the relevant 
time on the items of plant, machinery, and equipnictu and raw 
materials, componems and consumables allowed for import 
by (he Unit in terms of the licence .granted to tlicm and also 
the amount of excise duty leviable on the indigenous plant, 
machinery and equipment and raw materials, component.^ 
and consumable,; pureha.sed by the Unit during the period. 

T he Unit, shall, in addition pav simultaneously to the Govern¬ 
ment liquidated damages, the amount of wh'cli will be deci¬ 
ded bythe Goveriimem taking into account the circuiustances 
of the case. The amount of liquidated da.naitcs shall be 
iredtmiiied by the Joiiit/Dcpnty Chief Controller of IirporU 

and Expoits or the Cnief Cjuu'oller of l iiporU and H.-ipurts 
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and the instructions of the said athority shall be final .and 
binding on the unit. While determining the extent of liquida- 
dated damages the sa'd authority will, if it is considered 
necessary, give an opportunity to the Unit to present its 
arguments. 

6. The Unit will under no circumstances be allowed to 
dispose of the export product in the doinostic market unless 
.specifically allowed by Government. The Unit as3ure.s and 
undertake that nothing of its manufacture (including produts 
in the process of manufacture or partially manufactured or 
rejects) sl'iaU be sold or otherwise disposed of in the domestic 
tariff area. 

7. Tn the event of the Unit failing to fulfil the c.\port 
obligation undertaken by it as aforesaid, except when the 
fulfilment of such obligation is prevented or delayed because 
of any law, order, proclamation, regulations or ordinance 
of the Government, the Government shall be free to issue any 
directions to the Unit regarding the manner of disposal of the 
export or exportable goods and the Unit shall bo bound to 
complj' with the same. This will be without prejudice to any 
other action which may be taken against the unit under the 
provisions of the Imports and Exports (Control) Act 1947 
and the Order issued thereunder. 

S, Any customs duliesyexcise duties due to Govern¬ 
ment under this Agreement shall also, without prejudice to 
any other mode of recovery, be recoverable in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 142 of the Customs Act 19b2 
and/or from any other payment due to the Unit from the 
Government. 

9. Any order issued by the Government in this regard 
shall he final and binding and the Unit hereby undertakes to 
comply unconditionally with such an order. 

10. Any stamp duties trayable on this document or any 
documents executed thereunder shall be borne by the Unit. 

11. Nothing in this Agreement shall — 

(i) debar the Government from modifying the said 
Scheme fi'om time to time and/or from implementing 
any such modified Scheme, as if it is in force set at 
the date of this Agreement; 

(ii) release the Unit from complying with the provisions 
as, and to the extent applicable to the Unit otherwise.
